Facilitation 
Of Absentee 
Ballots Sought

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 - 
Amendment, of the Federal Isw 
to .facilitate voting by members 
of the armed forces In order to 
assure prompt receipt of absen 
ballots in Korea was sought in 
the House Wednesday by Rep 
Richard Nixon. Republican nom­ 
inee for the Senate from Cali­ 
fornia.

Terms of tho existing statute 
provide fre* air mail postage for 
OI ballots. / provided, however, 
that "a State balloting unit, 
composed of ballot, voting in- 
utmctions, and envelopes, musl 
not exceed in weight the total of 
one ounce."

Nixon, after conferring by 
long distance telephone with Ben- 
Jamine 8. Hite, l,os Angelen 
County Registrar of Voters, said 
the one ounce limitation on free 
air mail postage would prevent 
California absentee ballots from 
reaching the fighting forces in 
Korea in time for them to be 
returned before the deadline pro­ 
vided by California law. He said 
the same situation undoubtedly 
would prevail in most other 
states.

"The mailing envelope, the bal­ 
lot. lts«»1f, the usual printed mat­ 
ter explaining the various pro­ 
positions on the ballot., and the 
return envelope obviously will 
weigh .more than an ounce, 
which means that, the post Office 
Department, will refuse to accept 
the material for free air mail 
transportation," Nixon pointed 
out. "Since California law, for 
example, provide* that absentee 
ballots cannot be mailed before 
October IK, srfd must he return­ 
ed by November 13, sea trans­ 
portation of ballots, one way or 
both, would he to slow to permit 
our servicemen in Korea to ex* 
erclse their voting right*."
